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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 
USINESS conditions in the plumbing and 
heating trades for fhe past five or six weeks, 
taking the country over, have not been en- 

tirely satisfactory. The usual summer dullness has 
been felt by the contractors, jobbers and manutac- 
turers alike, some of whom admit that they have 
been buving from hand to mouth on account of 
an uncertain market. 

Llowever, the metal market shows a stiffening 
tendency that indicates that the bottom has been 
reached. Heavier buvine of metals by manutac- 
turers the past week has followed 1n anticipation of 
a stronger demand as the fall season approaches. 

Plumbing and heating contractors report more 
high class jobs being figured than for some time past. 
This will mean a demand for the better grade of 
goods within the next few weeks. A number of 
large jobs that have been held in abeyance on ac- 
count of market and financial conditions have been 
started, which will tend to influence more vigorous 
buying. 

Crop conditions in the agricultural sections have 
been good, with the exception of the corn crop, 
which in a report by B. W. Snow, crop expert. has 
shown a decline because of lack of soaking rains 
through the lower portion of the corn belt. Tleavy 
rains within the next three weeks, will, however, 


restore the confidence in an average crop. On the 
contrary, wheat has never looked better and reports 
indicate a bumper crop. 

The report of Crop Iixpert Snow caused an ad- 
vance on the Chicago Board of Trade of 10 cents 
per bushel on corn. The farmers are now rapidly 
unloading their last year’s surplus, which will give 
them ready cash for their own needs and to circu 
late in their business communities. This should 
stimulate business in the corn states, not only for 
plumbing, heating and private water systems for 
the farmers themselves, but for the residents of the 
smaller towns and cities who benefit by the freer 
circulation of money and the payment of bills 

The United States Treasury has arranged to dis- 
tribute a total of fifty million dollars among the 
eovernment depositaries in the central west and 
southwest, to aid in the movement of the crops 

Labor troubles have not been of a serious nature 
through any large extent of territory. The settle 
ment of the building construction strike in (Chicago, 
which has tied up many of the large contracts since 
April first, has quickened the Chicago market in 
no small degree. The Cincinnati situation is clear 
ing up. 

No serious shutdowns of all or part of manutac 
turing plants in the trade have occurred in the past 
three months. Alanutacturers, however, report am 
ple stocks on hand, and anticipate heavy shipments 
to the jobbers and the trade within the next sixty 
days. 

The pig iron market has stiffened, the pipe mills 
being a factor in the buying. On July 3st the 
market, instead of showing a steady decline, took a 
turn upward. 

Copper has also stiffened, a better demand and 
the unexpected strike in the lake mining regions be 
inv factors. The shutdown ot the Nichols retinery 
in New York has also tended to advance prices. 


Tin is 4 cents per pound higher than two weeks 


avo, lead is steady, and spelter somewhat higher. 

As a whole, it appears that the low point for the 
vear has been reached, and that there 1s an unmis 
takable upward tendency in general business that 
will undoubtedly continue through the next four 


months.

The Value of the Trade Paper in Business 


By G. D. CRAIN, Jr 


HE trade journal, as I see it, has been more re- 


sponsible than any other one thing for the in- 


creased efficiency of the modern business man. 
Chis is, of course, a broad statement, and vet | beleve 


consideration of the facts will demonstrate its truth. In 


the first place, it has provided a medium for the discussion 
of new ideas; and in the second it has developed a lot of 
them of its own initiative. 

Whenever a new plan for improving methods of pro- 
duction or management is evolved, the best place to get 
a clear, complete and authoritative statement of it is in 
the pages of the trade journals covering the fields affected. 
It will be there—you can count on that. And on the 
other hand, when anybody discovers that he has a better 
system of cost accounting or a better method of handling 
material than has been used in his line previously, he is 
pretty likely to tell the trade journals about it sooner or 
later, directly or indirectly. 

And this leads me to remark upon a peculiar and in- 
teresting coincidence, and that is that the live wires of 


every business are invariably the men who read their 


trade journals most closely. I do not say that they are 
live wires because they read trade journals; it may be a 
cause instead of an effect. But at any rate it is cer- 
tainly significant that the men who are making the biggest 
successes are those who are giving closer attention to the 


business papers in their respective fields, and are using 


them in a way calculated to get out of them all the value 
that they possess. 

The trade journal idea is a good deal like the basic 
principle back of the Rotary Club, as I understand it. It 
is the thought of everybody helping everybody else In 
the Rotary Club men come together for exchange of ideas 
and mutual benefit, everybody profiting as a result. 

In the trade journal, when an ideal condition is real- 
ized, as it frequently is, members of the business pool 
their experiences, the sum total being definite and es- 
tablished facts that can be relied upon to help everybody 
in the business. 

If the trade journal is in the news class, perhaps giving 
members of the trade in which it is interested timely in- 
formation on the movement of the leading commodities, 
it has correspondents located in the principal cities, and 
these furnish a complete and reliable story of the devel- 
opments of the market up to within a few hours of going 
to press. Many of these great journals maintain branch 
offices in the leading centers, with salaried managers and 
staffs. A company which publishes several papers in the 
men’s wear field has large offices in New York and Chi- 
cago, keeps a Chicago printing plant working on its papers 
about all the time and in addition prints two daily papers 
in New York. Big organizations like this cost a lot of 
money. One of the leading trade journals in Chicago 
spends $4,000 a week, outside of the actual cost of print- 
ing, this including a staff of 75 correspondents, & or 10 


editorial writers in the main office. and a big road staff
